Dogs scampered by tlie 
thousands about the vehicles, and the po­ 
nies trotting alongside without bridles or 
saddles w ere almost as numerous.

were tin* spoils of two months of raiding 
along Whit** river. Tne procession was four 
miles long 
The hostile» marched w ith­ 
out any uoiee. 
All that could be heard 
from the moving cole tan was the clank­ 
ing of the bells on some of the horses. 
C o n q u ered , hut Not S u b d u ed . 
While th** line was passing in full re 
view of tla* soldiers they suddenly threw 
out a lon_ line of Brule infantrymen, who 
mat* lied like skirmishers on the side of 
the buttes, 300 feet above til« * moving col­ 
umn of wagons.

devil Brute cavalry, mounted on splendid 
ponies, and following tli<* foot soldiers. 
J ust in front of the agency the long line 
of infantry squatted on the ground, while 
the Brule cavalrymen, ruling with strik­ 
ing grace, galloped on ahead. 
Their trail 
led high upon the shies of the buttes, 
which were llet kcd with snow or cloaked 
in places by the rising fog, 
'The savages 
chose an old and abandoned trail in order 
to protect the main body of the proces­ 
sion, several hundred feet below, in ease 
of nit attack, and also to show the m ili­ 
tary that while they were prisoners iu a 
circle of bayonets, they were still haug hty 
and uncrushed.

“ In my judgm ent,” said the 
governor, “ this act, so far as it refers to 
educational matters, is unwise and un­ 
necessary, 
In many of its provisions it is 
an arbitrary and unjustifiable interference 
with parental rights, individual freedom 
and the liberty of conscience, and I there­ 
fore recommend its prom pt repeal. 
T he ‘‘.strong G o v ern m en t” Theo ry, 
“1 he real underlying principle of this law 
is not compulsory attendance at school nor 
wise advancement of popular education, 
but an assertion of the “strong govern­ 
m ent” theory as opposed to that dearly 
prized principle of personal liberty which 
is the true foundation of our government. 
Misrepresentations have been made in the 
heat of political controversy by its de­ 
fenders, bot h a- to the law itself and the 
motives and principles of those who op­ 
pose it, which have tended to bring the 
state into disrepute among those far from 
the scene of conflict and ignorant of the 
real matters in dispute.”
